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Wilmington native 
was Iraqi hostage 


Wilmington residents picked up a 
familiar name on the front page of 
the Lowell Sun Tuesday night. A 
photo showed former hostage Pete 
Simard returning home from Iraq. 

The paper did not catch the local 
angle, but it is the same Pete 
Simard who grew up on Aldrich 
Road in Wilmington. 

Simard, 44, is a civil engineer 
working for DMJM, a large con- 
struction firm out of Los Angeles. 
He was working on a construction 
project in Kuwait at the time of the 
Iraqi invasion. 

Simard said he remained in his 
apartment for about a month, until 


being picked up by Iraqi troops. 

He and a co-worker were taken as 
"human shields" to a hydro-electric 
plant in the northeast part of Iraq. 
They were the only Americans on 
the site. With them were a 
half-dozen Brits, two Germans, 
and some Japanese. Some of the 
hostages were moved during the 
time they were held. Simard said 
he and his friend were not. 

Being with someone who was a 
good friend helped a lot, he said. 
Emotionally, they were on a roller 
coaster. They would get down, 
then remind themselves that this 
wasn't going to go on forever, 


which would bring them back up. 

The level of concern from home, 
he said, was more than he could 
even begin to appreciate. Until his 
return, he had no way of knowing 
what people were saying or doing. 

Most of their news came from the 
radio. They could pick up VOA 
(Voice of America) and BBC. The 
only newspaper they saw was 
Baghdad Observer, which pre- 
sented the government line. 

They learned of their impending 
release from the radio. 

Simard was contacted at the home 
of his brother Ken in Maine, 


House passes bill on 
Reading Light payments

Legislation allowing the Reading 
Municipal Light Department to

Reading, North Reading, and 
Lynnfield. Caira said credit for the 
bill's passage goes to the towns’ 
legislative delegation for their hard 
work in pushing it through. 

The next step will be to gain 
approval of the state Senate, Caira 
said he has already been in touch 
with Senator Robert Buell 

Once the bill is signed into law, 
Wilmington will receive monies 
which had been promised as part of 
the agreement with RMLD 
Though the town has already 
budgeted approximately $218,000 
in the FY 1991 budget, said Caira, 


in reality the town could get as 
much $240,000 from Reading 
Light. The amount depends on the 
net plant value and the amount of 
electricity used by the town. Tu 
date, Wilmington's usage rate is 64 
percent said Caira, 

The town manager praised the 
"cooperative spirit" which has 
developed between Reading Light 
and officials of all four towns. 

In related business, the first 
mecting of the Advisory Board to 
RMLD took place this Tuesday. 
Wilmington has two representa- 
lives sitting on that board.

the town manager, work is being 
done under the supervision of 
several town departments like the 
water and sewer commission and 
the Department of Public Works. 
When finished, the road will be 
patched to make it serviceable dur- 
ing the winter. Final resurfacing 
and pavement work will be done in 
the spring, said Caira 

Selectmen Robert Cain and Mark 
Haldane said they had received 
complaints from a few Lake Street 
neighbors. Cain asked Caira-to 
have the contractors repair any 
property damage and make sure 
the work is “acceptable” to 
homeowners. Caira said he regrets 
any inconvenience to the neigh- 
bors. The next step will be to hook 
up the sewer line to the Shawsheen 
Elementary School.

Letter project benefits 
students, servicemen

As the holiday season approaches, 
elementary youngsters in Wil- 
mington are learning to care for 
‘others and make time away from 
home a little less lonely for 
American servicemen stationed in 
the Persian Gulf.

To those who 
care about the environment, it 
means being as good to Mother 


Nature as we are to ourselves 
during this joyous season. With 
that in mind, here are some things 
that you could do that would be 
"enviro-friendly" and would 
reduce waste. Some of these ideas 
are practical, but to be honest, 
others may be a little off the wall 
Judge for yourself. 
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If you are packaging breakable 
gifts, there are alternatives to the 
foam "peanuts" commonly used. 
One such product called Eco-Foam 
is composed of 95 percent corn 
starch. It is biogradable and is, 
therefore, safer for the environ- 
ment than the ozone depleting 
polystyrene foam peanuts. Crump- 
led newspaper also makes a good 


cushion for fragile gifts. A 
homemade substitute is real 
popcorn; hold the butter unless you 
want to be known as a greasy gift 
giver. 

Eco-friendly wrapping ideas 
seem to be plentiful this year. 
Forget gift wrap altogether and 
glue dried flowers or pine cones on 
gift boxes recycled from previous 
years. You could use the Sunday 
comics instead of fancy foil paper. 
You might be called a "Scrooge," 
but you could use it. 

Holiday parties usually generate a 
lot of waste. Buy in bulk to save 
money and to reduce the amount of 
packaging. If you must use 
disposable cups and plates, use 
paper instead of plastic. 

It wouldn't be Christmas without 
a tree. Those of you who are 
finally going to get rid of that 1961 
aluminum tree with rotating color 
wheel, might end up buying a real 
Scotch pine or fir this year. After 
the holidays, don't forget to take 
the used tree to the recycling center 
on Main Street where it will be 
chipped and then used for mulch 
next spring. 

Greeting cards are a billion 
dollar business. Christmas is 
obviously one of Hallmark's 
favorite holidays. Until recently 


cards were always made from new 
paper stock. This year you will 
find some firms are making cards 
from recycled paper. The ultimate 
card recycler, however, may be 
one of my relatives. For years she 
has been sending cards she received 
the previous year by crossing out

Nephew." She then erases the 
previous signature and writes her 
own.

Taking a look back at Robert Baker's life you'd think that 
he deserved a little bit more than he's getting from his 
government right now. Robert Baker passed away in 
August but a Federal bureaucracy which lacks any 
compassion for the daily lives of real people won't let him 
rest in peace, 

Baker was the victim of asbestosis which afflicted him 
years after his work in the Charlestown Navy Yard. During 
World War II, when the production of armaments took all 
precedence, Baker was a member of the homefront army. 
He built ships called the U.S.S. Massachusetts, Bunker Hill, 
and Wakefield. They sailed out into the Atlantic to end a 
war, 

But for years thereafter a war was developing in Robert 
Baker's lungs. His work environment in the 1940's was the 
interior hull of iron vessels where the air was thick with 
asbestos. "It was like working in a snow storm where you 
couldn't even see the next man in front of you", Baker once 
said. 

The end result was a poisoning of Baker's lungs and a very 
painful, debilitating disease. 

The diagnosis was asbestosis and in 1989 the Federal 
government assumed liability because Baker had worked on 
U.S. Navy ships. A monthly check began to arrive along 
with needed medical benefits. 

Baker's daughter Dottie Clark recalls the endless 
paperwork. Before the feds would accept responsibility for 
the asbestosis her father went through batteries of medical 
tests and interviews on working conditions at the Navy 
shipyard. 

It finally satisfied a paper hungry bureaucracy. 

Robert Baker was dying because of his efforts in World 
War II, so Uncle Sam would come through with $772 a 
month to be passed on to Baker's wife upon his death. 

When Baker passed away this summer the family's 
torment was just beginning. After seeing their husband and 
father suffer a painful death, common in asbestosis cases, 
they discovered that the feds had changed their minds 
contending that Robert may not have died from asbestosis. 

“My mother should have collected the benefils after my 
father's death, but suddenly the feds stopped the check 
cold," said Dottie Clark. 

The problem, typically, was a bureaucratic one. And, the 

(fact that a grieving family was involved here didn't seem to 
matter to the paper-pushing bureaucrats garnered in 
polyester with pocket protectors over at the J.F.K. Federal 
Building. 

Baker's death certificate listed asbestosis and broncho- 
pneumonia as the cause of death. This was a dilemma for 
the federal workers, who make state workers look like the 
height of efficiency and friendliness. 

They made what they thought was a reasonable request. 
Let's exhume Robert Baker's body, they said, actually dig 
up the grave, break open the casket, and perform an autopsy 
to establish that he died just of asbestosis and not at all from 
broncho pneumonia. 

Yes, this is for real. 

These feds have the diplomatic skills of Saddam Hussein. 
Any doctor would agree that Mr. Baker's broncho 
pneumonia was triggered by his primary illness which the 
feds already agreed was asbestosis — the same illness for 
which they had officially assumed liability in 1989 when 
they initiated benefits to Robert Baker. 

But Baker's daughter Dottie Clark and the rest of the 
family have had the misfortune of dealing with the next 
worst thing to the Registry of Motor Vehicles — the 
glorious United States Federal Government. 

I was watching the television series the Civil War on 
Sunday. It was a repeat showing on PBS. As I look at this 
case with the Bakers I wonder if I should start cheering for 
the Confederacy when I watch episode two tomorrow night. 
Apart from slavery, maybe we would have been better off. 

Robert Baker was a typical American, and then some. He 
labored a six day week in the war and contracted asbestosis 
because his employer, the goverment, put him to work in a 
room where you'd regularly choke because the particles of 
asbestos you were breathing would get caught in your 
throat. 

After four years of such physical abuse, nobody but 
Superman would be free from disease. 

While raising a family Robert Baker was also a volunteer 
clerk for Police Chief Paul Lynch and was active in Little 
League. 

But all this isn't enough for some bald, pudgy fed 
bureaucrats who wouldn't have lasted one hour at that 
Charlestown Navy yard where Robert Baker served his four 
years without a single sick day. 

They've got the all out nerve to tell the Bakers that Dad's 
body is going to be dug out of the grave and autopsied to 
satisfy the requirements of triplicate form U.S. 
8976-56A2345, 

The whole affair is especially ironic when you consider 
these insulting two-bit hacks are executing their daily 
routine of inertia in a public building named for a great man 
of action, 

If George Bush really wanted to preserve our way of life 
he'd replace our brave men and women in Saudi with these 
nerds from the Kennedy federal building. 

Then we'd go to war knowing we'd win even if we lose.

Ponds are skimming over with ice 
about now, around the edges, so the 
Great Turnover is done on smaller 
bodies of water. 

Ponds, amazingly, turn over late 
in autumn. They literally roll over 
in their beds, making ready for the 
ice cover of winter. 

What happens is simply explained 
through the laws of fluid dynamics. 

Heat rises, cold sinks. We know 
that. As cold air chills the surface 
of the water, it becomes dense and 
'y, and thus sinks to the bottom 
sinking water forces out the 
water there, so the "warmer" water 
heads to the surface, where it too is 
exposed to the cold air. That event 
is called the rollover of the pond 
« Some shallow ponds even become 
muddy, because the rollover ever: 
is so strong. Deeper water, such as 
Lake Winnepesaukee, takes months 
to finish rolling over, so the deeper 
spots on the big lake are the last to 
freeze over completely. The small, 
shallow bays freeze solid before the 
Broads freezes. That happens every 
year, and rollover is why, 

So, the water at the top sinks, and 
in a few weeks of cold weather all 
of the water in the pond will have 
been exposed to the cold air 

When rollover is done, and all the 
water is chilled, bottom to top. the 
surface of the pond skims over with 
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ice. That ice becomes thicker if the 
weather stays cold, until we're able 
to drive snowmobiles over it. 

But we're faced with an exception 
to the laws of physics in the form- 
ation of ice. Unlike the rest of the 
materials in this world, water does 
not behave as it should. 

All substances grow dense as they 
become colder, and less dense as the 
heat of the material increases. Thus 
we have solid, liquid and gaseous 


« slates for all materials, with each 


state lighter than the one before 

Except for water. 

Steam is less dense (lighter) tian 
water. Warm water is lighter than 
cold water. But ice floats 

It shouldn't do that. 

Frozen water is the only matcrial 
on the planct that is less dense as a 
solid than it is as a liquid 

Why ask why? 

So the top of the pond freezes up, 
first as skim ice, and getting thicker 
from the top down if the weather is 
cold enough. That first ice, by the 
way, is the safest and most flexible 
ice of the year, although it’s often 
crystal clear. There is something 
unnerving about walking on ice that 
is so clear you can see the weeds on 
the bottom of the pond. Just makes 
me nervous is all. 


Clear ice is twice the strength of 
slush" ice, which is formed 
surface thaws and re-freezes, 


s lie 


Slush 


ice is full of tiny bubbles, making it 
opaque, but luckily you won't 

much sluch ice until later in the 
season. An inch of clear “blue” ice 


is twice as strong as an inch of slush 
ice, according to U.S. Army studies 
done during the Civil War. Those 
Army studies state that troops can 
march, single file, over a two-inch 
thick layer of clear ice on a body of 
still water. Ice on moving water is 
half-strength 


Personally, I'm loathe to walk on 
a pond that has less than four inches 
of black ice, and preferably six. But 
after six inches, the ice is so strong 
you can spend the winter out there. 
Literally millions of acres of space 
Open up to recreation in this arca as 
the ponds freeze up

But every year, some dummy has 
to be rescued after falling through 
the ice, after trying to walk or skate 
on ice that is just too thin, Rollover 
takes longer in deeper spots on the 
pond, and there's always a spring 
bubbling up from the bottom, so no 
pond will ever have a uniform ice 
layer. Every pond has thin spots. 

Please wait until the ice is at least 
four inches thick before venturing 
out. Test it by boring a hole, not by 
stomping on it to sce if it cracks 
underfoot. | know somebody will 
tempt Fate by venturing onto thin 
ice, but don't say I didn't warn you.

Paul on pols

Last week the the Governor's Council conducted confirmation 
hearings on the appointment of Paul Mahoney to a judgeship to 
the Malden District Court. During the hearing the public was 
treated to the worst display of character assassination since the 
McCarthy hearings of the 1950's.

1990 has been the year of resurrection for the Governor's 
Council.

Ag! watched six o'clock news coverage last week of the 
Governor's Council confirmation hearings of Mahoney, 
filled with intrigue amidst accusations that Mahoncy is an 
anti-Semite, I thought immediately of my uncle 

The judge-designate for a seat held previously by a 
practicing Jew is accused of being anti-Jewish 

The tone of the hearings were anti-Semitic. There was a 
particular clash in cultures as Billy Bulger and his South 
Boston contingency would sneer at Harvard Professor Allan 
Dershowitz, the plaintiff in the crusade to sink the Mahoney 
appointment. Bulger at one point invoked a passage from the 
Bible to discredit Dershowitz and his comrade in arms, 
attorney Harvey Silverglate. I doubt if the Old Testament 
would have been quoted were Dershowitz and Silverglate 
blond Presbyterians. 

As my uncle might have said, beware of an Irishman 
throwing the Old Testament at someone who can read it in 
the original Hebrew text (Though Bulger can read the New 
Testament in Latin). 

The entire affair might be more of a culture clash than 
anything else. Picture Bulger and Dershowitz side by side 
Bulger is the product of a traditional Catholic upbringing, 
Boston College, and the South End, where St. Patrick's 
is the most holy of the calendar. He's not just Irish — he 
looks it, feels it, and has a big, brood of healthy, charming 
children, 

Dershowitz is not from South Boston. Harvard Yard is his 
home, and his most holy day is celebrated not with corn beef 
and cabbage but with a yamukah and leavened bread. 

Quite a clash, which Bulger seemed to highlight in his 
vindictive diatribe. 

The Council hearings produced only one newsworthy 
story — Bulger can still call the shots on Beacon Hill 

But he also made a self-inflicted wound by bringing upon 
himself the charges of anti-semitism. 

Bulger lambasted Dershowitz as a liar, the biggest in 
Massachusetts. The litany Bulger delivered was not confined 
to any substance regarding Mahoney's character and why the 
people need his rear to grace a chair at the Malden bench, but 
instead focused on Dershowitz personally with a venom 
never before spewed by Bulger in the open arena 

We now know who Bulger hates more than his old rival, 
Mayor Ray Flynn. 

Judicial nominee Paul Mahoney is the one who was accused 
of being an anti-Semite. But the man who looks the most 
suspicious of that crime is now Bulger. 

And for what? Talk on the Hill is that the Mahoney 
appointment is a done deal. Of the eight governor's 
councillors who will vote on the nomination, three are 
victims of the November 6 election. They will lose their 
posh Beacon Hill offices, the nice license plates, the free 
parking at the McCormick Building garage, $10,200 in 
salary with health insurance, travel allowance, pension 
benefits, and the ability to get free booze at all the Mass.

Brewing your own beer -- 


by Bill Conlon 

Starting on New Year's Day, add 
a new hangover to America's love 
affair with beer. The federal tax on 
alcohol is going up, again, making a 
six-pack that much more expensive. 

Dodging the beer tax is difficult, 
but not impossible. There are two 
choices. 

You can either give up drinking 
beer entirely (for most ale quaffers 
that's just about as likely as giving 
up oxygen), or you can make your 
own beer. 

Whoa! Make your own beer? 

Is that legal? It certainly is. 

Doesn't it take years to make? No, 
about a month, from vat to mug. 

Is it difficult? Not at all. It's fun, 
easy and interesting. 

About 20 people interested in the 
art of homebrewing showed up at 
Aubut's Liquors in Tewksbury last 
Saturday, to watch a demonstration 
of beer brewing. Store owner Joe 
Aubutnow stocks brewing supplies 
and equipment, and he invited in a 
specialist 

Bill Liston, an administrator with 
Digital Equipment Corp., has been 
brewing his own beer for years, 


Supply, based in Tewksbury. Bill 

put on the Saturday demonstration. 
Making your own beer, Bill said, 

is about as easy as boiling water. 
Starting with raw grain is much 


extracts and brewing kits, ready to 
use and easily available. 

What you do, he said, is boil one 
and a half gallons of water, and add 
the malt extract. Some of the more 
popular extracts are the Ironmaster 
beer kit, and the Munton and Fison 
line of homebrewing extracts from 
England, and there are all sorts of 
combinations and recipies to make 
a wide variety of beers, 

Once the malt is boiling, add an 
ounce of packaged hops (there are 
seven varieties of hops available at 
Aubut's, each with special qualities) 
into the hot mix. How long the hops 
is left in the mixture decides what 
effect the herb will have. Boiling 
the hops for a few minutes adds the 

~arorfia of beer, 20 minutes provides 
for a full-bodied beer, and a longer 
boil brings out the sharpness of the 
hops. Liston said hops also makes 
the beer less likely to spoil. 

Then strain the mixture and add it 
to a bucket with 3.5 gallons of cold 
water. When the liquid has cooled, 
add a package of yeast. Not just any 
yeast, but special beer yeast. 

Liston said a professional brewer 
once spoke to a group of homebrew

Aubut's. The batch was started on 
December 7, and should ferment 


glass instrument which tells if the 
liquid is heavier than water, Sugar 
is heavier, and alcohol lighter, than 
water. A hydrometer gives an exact 
reading of the condition of the still- 
green beverage, revealing whether 
fermentation is completed. 

After a week to 10 days, most of 
the active fermentation has ended, 
and the beer is turned into a second 
vat to let the fluid clear, which will 
takes another week or two. 

Then the beer is set for bottling. 

A quarter-cup of corn sugar is 
added just before bottling, Liston 
said, to provide the bubbles. All the 
sugar in the mix should be used up 
by the yeast during fermentation, 
but that small addition of sugar at 
the end is just enough to spur one 
last burst of fermentation out of the 
yeast, in the bottle. That last bit of 
fermentation provides the bubbles 
in beer. 

Most beer, Liston said, does not 
benefit from sitting too long in the 
bottle, but some beers do. He said 
"Rocky Raccoon Honey Beer’ 
unpleasant at first, but it improves

Grain, Bill said, is full of starch 
Malt converts the starch into sugar, 
which the yeast feed on. Yeast cat 
sugar and produce alcohol and car- 
bon dioxide. The action of the yeast 
is the heart of any brewing process. 

Liston said the professional beer- 
maker told the group that his firm 
fine tunes their yeasts to give their 
beer an identical flavor, batch after 
batch, and that a yeast laboratory is 
employed for precise results. 

Homebrewers seldom achieve the 
same flavor, batch after batch, Bill 
said on Saturday. Close, but rarely 
identical. 

Next, he said, the plastic brewing 
vat is sealed, to keep bacteria in the 
air from contaminating the beer, 
and a special vapor lock is installed. 
The lock allows carbon dioxide to 
escape, without letting air in. As

Some of the interested homebrew 
enthusiasts asked how to reproduce 
Budweiser, the industry standard of 
American beers. Liston offered a 
near match, using malt extracts and 
grain malts found on the shelves at 
Aubut's, but cautioned that home- 
brewing brings a variety of results, 
from batch to batch. 

Besides, Bill said, the process for 
making a "light" lager such as Bud 
or Coors is trickier than making a 
full-bodied beer, He said there are 
ingredients available at Aubut's to 
make anything from.a light beer to 
a dark stout, such as Guiness. 

Also available at Aubut's is a one- 
step equipment package, containing 
two five-gallon brewing buckets, a 
hydrometer, an instruction book, a 
bottle capper, and plastic tubes for 
siphoning the beer from one vat to 
another, or into bottles. Liston said 
that 20 batches of homemade beer, 
at five gallons each, or 100 gallons, 
may be legally brewed by an adult 
of legal drinking age, tax free 


Each five-gallon batch, he said, 
makes about two cases of 12-ounce 


bottles, plus another quart or two. 
Liston said he can order bottles, if

Aubut's sells bottle caps, to seal the 
finished product. 

Only two things can go wrong in 
homebrewing, Liston said -- failure 
to clean the equipment, which may 
add strange flavor to the beer, or a 
failure to follow recipe directions. 
Liston said he has never made truly 
undrinkable beer, although a few of 
his batches, he admitted, were best 
suited for watering the garden, 

Still, learning from mistakes is 
part of the fun of home brewing, he 
said, and after a batch or two, the 
mistakes become few. Making beer 
is quick, easy, fun and cheap. 

Liston said it costs from $10 to 
$30 to make each 5-gallon batch of 
beer, depending upon what type of 
malt extract is used. Heavier beers, 
such as stout, are more expensive. 

When you add in state and federal 
taxes on "professional" beer, home 
brewing is about half the cost, Bill 
Liston said, For the cost of a case 
of professional beer, he said, you 
can make more than two cases of 


home brew, and have fun while you , 


do it.

Needless to say, this reporter can 
not allow this time to pass without 
offering suggestions on how to 
ameliorate the tension between pro- 
fessional football players and 
female reporters who insist upon 
entering locker rooms after games. 
So here they are: 

Afier each game, players should 
be permitted at least ten minutes to 
shower and dress before any inter- 
views are conducted. This accom- 
plishes a couple of things: First, the 
players won't be naked and they 
will have had time to cool down. 
Not their body temperatures, but 
their tempers. Sometimes players 
get angry during a football game, 
and they vent their anger towards 
reporters in the locker room later. 
With players’ tempers cooled 
down, they aren’t as likely to say 
something they'll regret.

Perhaps the best way to solve this 
would be to have the players vote 
on the issue. 

If the players, for some reason, 
decide they don’t want or need a 
break from reporters after a game, 
perhaps a compromise between the 
players and female reporters could 
be reached. Say, if players-are 
going to be walking around nude, 
maybe the reporters should check 
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imeless.

Keeping in mind that it's a 
bloody, action/adventure flick, 
"The Rookie" isn't half bad 
Director Clint Eastwood follows a 
funkier, darker path than most in 
the genre, and the results are 
amusingly off-beat 

Charlie Sheen and Eastwood 
play grand theft auto detectives in 
Los Angeles. Sheen is the stiff, 
green rookie who likes things by 
the book, Eastwood is the sea 
soned veteran whose maverick 
drive Sheen bonkers 
Eastwood is boorish and reckless, 
Sheen refined and overly cau- 
tious. We've seen this couple 
countless times before. But these 
two somehow manage to sidestep

Eastwood is funnier than you'd 
expect and Sheen makes a decent 
foil for his partner's crude humor. 

Eastwood's cop is a man 
Obsessed with revenging the death 
of his long-time partner, who was 
killed by the leader of a stolen car 
ring during a bust. Yes, this part 
of the flick is just as trite as it 
sounds, So are the metal-crunch- 
ing car chases and all the gunfire. 
The bad led by Raul Julia and 
sidekick Sonia Braga, are evil, 
evil, evil. They don't have person- 
alities, backgrounds or dimension. 
The only thing that makes these 
two different from other thieves is 
that they are, well, rather odd 

For one thing, both look decid- 
edly Latino, yet Julia speaks with 
a fleeting German accent and they 
go by the names Strom and 
Leisel, Huh? Also, Braga barely 
speaks at all. She shoots her gun 
and uses some sort of martial art 
to flip the good guys around, but 
is into body language more than 
verbal communication. She is

hard and sexy and dangerously 
strange, but more time is devoted 
to Julia, whose character is almost 
cartoonish, Both of their charac- 
ters, and Julia's performance, are 
over the top, but Braga's is the 
more interesting of the tow. 

As for Sheen and Eastwood, 
they are well-suited for this film. 
Eastwood is not nearly as wooden 
as we tend to remember him, and 
Sheen has subdued some, but not 
all, of his flamboyant tendencies. 
If the villains are the weak link, 
these two are the glue holding the 
movie together. Of course, you 
must keep in mind that we are still 
talking about a brutal action flick. 
While both stars are better than 
usual, neither are about to win 
awards.

their clothes before entering the 
locker room. The threat alone of 
this happening might be enough to 
encourage players to vote for the 
ten minute rule. There was a time 
when, if the players and the 
Teporters were both nude, it would 
have been difficult to tell the play- 
ers from the reporters, But thanks 
to Lisa Olson, that will never be the 
case again. There are some players 
who might like to see naked 
reporters, but on the whole. I think 
most players would opt for the ten 
minute rule. 


Perhaps the NFL could sanction 
the use of a handbook on proper 
decorum in locker rooms.
